INDICTED RACING OFFICIALS PAROLED. 



Arraigned and Plead Not Guilt.v — Motion for Imme- 
diate Hearing in Other Cases Denied. 



Xew York. July 22. -William .V. Eiigeman. princi- 
l>al owner of the Brishtim B*-ach track. Christopl er 
.1. Filz);erald. president of the Brighton Beach Rac- 
ing -\ssia-iat ion and John <1. Cavanagh. who has 
charge of the iirivileges at the track, were arraign- 
ed tialay before Count.v .liidge Dike in Bviaiklyn and 
ideaded not guilt.v to indietments found yesterday 
by the Kings county grand jury, i-hargiiig them with 
Isdng eommon gamblers in violation of the new 
anti-ls-tting laws. Through their counsel. Charles 
H. Hyde, they waived the reading of the indict- 
ments. and Mr. Hyde asked the court to release 
bis clients on iiarole in his cmsIihI.v. Assistant Dist- 
rict .Mtoriiey Roliert 11. Elder opposed the nuin-st 
and asked that the defendants be idaced under 
ImuiiIs. Judge Dike said that the difference be- 
tween Ipl.lMiP bail and parole was so small tlial he 
did not si-e jiny iieci-sslty of insisting uimiii bonds. 
H(- then liberated the defendants in ai-ixirdania- 
witli their eonnsel’s repuest. When court opened 
the lliree defendants were not on hand and Judge 
Dike expressed surprise. Jacob Eilia-rin. who had 
been their counsel in the polict- court priK-eediiigs. 
was presi-nt and said he would have his clients in 
eonrt forthwith. Judge Dike aiigril.v said he had 
Ih-i-ii particular in sa.ving .vesterda.v that he wanti-ii 
them to be in court early. .Msuit half an hour 
later the thr<-e men apiK-ared. uccompanied by their 
si-nior i-onnsel. 

In the Supreme Court .Tiidge S<-udder denii-d a 
motion made by attorney .Tlactib Elperin for a per- 
empfor.v niandamiis eonuielling .Magistrate Tighe to 
grant an immediate hearing to the twenty-two nieii 
whosi- i-ases are still pendiii); before him on chargi-s 
of violation of the anti-lietting laws. Mr. Eil|M-rin 
argued that the (-riniiiial cotle spei-lfically directed 
that all persons arn-sted should have an inimodiale 
hearing, and that in Hie casi's of his clients, iiost- 
Iiom-nient luid followed isistiKmenient with resiiitant 
injusliee to those affected. Acting District Attorney 
Rols-rt II. Elder denied the contention of Mr. Eii- 
perin that the sei-lions of the ixali- in iiuestion were 
mandator.v. and said that the magistrate’s calendar 
was crowded ami that earlier cases had the prefer- 
ence. .Mr. Elder i-oncliided by saying that as all 
the men wert- out <«i bail, the.v were not objects of 
com III i sera t ion. 

George H. Smith, the fiainder of the Personal 
Liberty League and J. C. Cavanagh's chief rai-e 
track assistant, was snb|MK-naed loda.v to a|i|H>ar 
Is-fore the grand jury for examluation tomorrow. 
This is the second time .Mr. Smith has biHUi called 
upon to go through that ordeal.

They were jointly indicted as isMiimon gamblers in 
ts'ing the owm-rs and agi-nis of a gambling device 
styled ".Advance Information.’’ which was describi-il 
as a sheet of |i:i|H>r bearing the names of horses en 
terisl for a trial of skill and endurance and eiri-it 
lati-d in order to aid and ala-t iMxikmaking and the 
making of mlds and wagers. 

In the Coney Island police court today magistrate 
ViHirhees discharged Willi:im DuIhus. the BriMikivn 
IxNikniaker who h:td been arrested .lull L") al Mie 
P.righlon Beach IracK by di-puty sln-riff Farrell for 
taking an alleged bet. Henry Hoffman. W. .1. 
Heem-y and John Buekle.v. three other liookiuakers, 
who had been arrested the same day by detective 
Mathews upon similar charges, were :ilso discharged. 
The magistrate held that in each instance Hit- evi- 
deuce was insullich-nt to iirove a violation of the 
new law.
